This is the ninth year I have

In- 
stallation day isn't critical 
because it will be a couple of 
weeks before martins begin 
actual nesting. If you are 
keeping your old boxes I strongly 
advise that you clean out 
sparrows and their nests this 
week-end—martins won't throw 
the sparrows out-they'll simply 
look up some one's box that has 
already been cleaned out.

months here, leaving about July,

Hijacker Is 


Arrested by 
Canadians

SEATTLE (AP) — A 19-year- 


old U.S. Army inductee from 
California who said he wanted 
to go to Cuba hijacked a West- 
ern Airlines jetliner with 97 per- 
sons aboard Thursday night and 
settled for a landing in Canada. 


The plane, which carried 67 


Army inductees, was on a flight 
from San Francisco to Seattle 
when it was hijacked over Med- 
ford, Ore. It landed in Vancou- 
ver, B.C., where Royal Cana* 
dian Mounted Police took the 
unnamed soldier into custody. 


After the plane was checked 


and the other 90 passengers 
cleared customs, they were 
flown to Seattle. The plane had 
a crew of six. 


Capt. Bruce DeSpain, pilot of 


the plane, said that about 40 
minutes out of San Francisco 
the inductee told a stewardess 
he had a bomb under his shirt 
and wanted to be taken to the 
flight .deck. 


There, the man told the cap- 


tain he wanted to be flown to 
Cuba, DeSpain said. Informed 
the plane did not have enough 
fuel for such a flight, DeSpain 
said the soldier then insisted he 
wanted to go to a foreign coun- 
try. 


DeSpain said he suggested 


Vancouver and the long-haired, 
mustachioed inductee agreed. 


The pilot said that when the 


plane landed the soldier asked 
DeSpain not to go near the ter- 
minal building. He asked to talk 
to the tower. 


DeSpain said the inductee told 


the tower he had no bomb and 
wanted to give himself up. 


An RCMP spokesman said the 


man would be held in Vancou- 
ver and probably would be 
charged under the criminal 
code of Canada. 


He said he did not know what 


charges would be filed. Cana- 
da's criminal code has no spe- 
cific provision for punishment of 
hijackers. 


A spokesman at the Flight 


Area Control Center at the Van- 
couver airport said the plane 
landed at 10:16 p.m. "and 10 
minutes later the pilot advised 
us the passengers were disem- 
barking.''!

''A few minutes after that," 


he said, "we were advised that 
the hijacker was coining off the 
plane. 


Most of those aboard appar- 


ently were unaware of what had 
happened until the plane landed 
in Vancouver. 


A Western spokesman said 


the pilot notified headquarters 
at the time of the hijacking but 
that the conversation could not 
be disclosed. He said he did not 
know whether a federal skymar- 
shal was aboard the plane.

Walter Reed Hospital in Wash- 
ington, wearing four rows of 
service ribbons on his tunic, 
was the last of the board to tes- 
tify for the prosecution. When 
his cross-examination is fin- 
ished the trial will go into re- 
cess until next Wednesday. 


The prosecution also asked to 


be able to summarize the testi- 
mony of potential rebuttal wit- 
nesses in the absence of the jury 
to determine in advance the ad- 
missibility of such testimony. 


Calley is accused of premedi- 


tated murder of 102 Vietnamese 
civilians during Charlie Compa- 
ny's search and destroy mission 
at My Lai on March 16, 1968. 


Johnson's testimony went to 


the "premeditated" portion of 
the charge. 


He said the board had been 


asked to find "any condition or 
pattern, or symptoms ... that 
would lead us to feel he had a 
diseased 
defect 
or derange- 


ment" on that day. 


"We were unable to do so," he 


said. 


However, Johnson testified 


that there has been an upswing 
of psychiatric casualties in Viet- 
nam. "We are not sure it has 
anything to do with combat," he 
said, but there has been an in- 
crease of psychiatric casualties 
all over the Army. 


He said he did not wish to

Says Bill Just 
Political 
Cronyism

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rep. 


George E. Nowotny Jr. of Fort 
Smith says that a bill intro- 
duced in the Arkansas House 
by Rep. John Bethell of Des 
Arc appears to smack of "po- 
lirical cronyism." 


Be thell's bill provides that a 


state employe dismissed 
for 


any reason and re-employed 
within five years in the same 
or similar state position shall 
be reinstated at the same job 
grade and pay he held at the 
time of his dismissal'of''at a 
higher classification. 


Nowotny, one of two Republi- 


cans in the House, thinks the 
bill may be an attempt to open 
the door for the return to state 
employment of an employe dur- 
ing the administration of for- 
mer Gov. Orval E. Faubus who 
was dismissed when Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller took office 
more than four years ago. 


"The Faubus era seems to 


die slowly," Nowotny said. 


Bethell said, however, that he 


had not thought of any "politic- 
al angle" in introducing the 
bill. 


He said he had introduced 


the measure because one de- 
partment head had told him 
that the agency had to rehire 
former state employes at a low- 
er classification than they oc- 
cupied before their state em- 
ployment was terminated. 


"It's not right," Bethell said. 


"They may have worked a 
number of years for the state." 


He said that "regardless" of 


the reasons for their dismissal, 
except for inefficiency, a state 
agency should be able to rehire 


former employes at the same 
or higher pay. 


"The way I view the bill, it 


must have been put in for 
somebody who must have been 
around during the Faubus ad- 
ministration," Nowotny said in 
an interview. "I may be wrong, 
but it could mean that someone 
who was asked to quit during 
the change of administration or 
voluntarily left is now coming 
back to get a job at the same 
classification." 


"The five years so perfectly 


fits the end of the Faubus era 
and therefore I'm suspicious," 
he said. 


He said that "at this mo- 


ment" he intended on fighting 
the bill, "not on a partisan 
basis, but because it's bad prec- 
edent."

The Senate's Special Com-

It was different after lunch. 
Only four matinee shooters 


outdid the par 36-36—72 test 
while 
Palmer—with 
adoring 


thousands dying at his side- 
was crushing his own hope for 
an elusive first PGA title. 


Former Masters 
champion 


Bob Goalby, red-faced Bobby 
Mitchell and left bander Bob 
Charles of New Zealand were 
closest to Nicklaus with two-un- 
der-par 70s. 


The most severe challenge 


was looming from the star-span- 
gled group at 71 that included 
ex-U.S. Open kings Julius Bo- 
ros, Billy Casper, Gary Player, 
Lee Trevino and Tony Jacklin. 


"We all sat around hoping the 


rain would quit," said Nicklaus, 
who is hosting Jacklin and Play- 
er at his new home for the 
week. 


"You hate to see a good day's 


work go out the window." 


Also poised among the chal- 


lengers at one-under 71 were 
oldtimer Sam Snead, Bert Yan- 
cey, Deane Beman, Bruce Dev- 
lin and young Johnny Miller. 


Defending PGA champ Dave 


Stockton struggled in with a 72 
and 1971 's leading money win- 
ner, Tom Shaw, was square 
with his idol, Palmer, at, a non- 
contending 75. 


As Palmer rambled unhappily 


through his round for the news 
corps, rain pounded on the tent 
with several groups of players 
still on the lush, green course. 


"The only thing that would 


make me happy is for the bot- 
tom to fall out," he said. "We 
need to wash the slate clean." 


A PGA official with a walkie- 


talkie was contacting a supervi- 
sor on the course. Palmer lis- 
tened intently for some breath 
of hope. 


"What did he say?" asked Ar- 


nold. 


"They're still playing," an- 


swered the PGA man. 


Palmer hitched his drenched 


trousers 
and 
walked 
away, 


knowing his chances for com- 
pleting a grand slam this time 
were as damp as the tent's 
floor. 


The 41-year-old winner of four 


Masters, two British Opens and 
one U.S. Open used 35 putts—in- 
cluding what he called a "mad 
stroke" on the ninth hole—in his 
40-35—75.

"I three-putted from four feet 


on No.9," 
"Arnold recalled, 


"the second putt was from 
about six inches. I hit it and it 
jumped out of the cup.

$100,000 last season. 


He said that under the long- 


term contract he would play as 
long as he could, then serve as a 
coach, instructor or public rela- 
tions 
representative 
for the 


club. 


The Philadelphia Phillies' in- 


field, meanwhile, remained in a 
salary statement with General 
Manager 
John 
Quinn. First 


baseman Tony Taylor, shortstop 
Larry Bowa and third baseman 
Don Money want more cash, 
and the latter pair have hired 
an agent to negotiate for them 
and pitcher Chris Short. 


"Nobody in the world needs

LITTLE ROCK iAP) - More 


than 40 colleges are after Ben- 
nie Fuller the basketball play- 
er, but few can accomodate 
Bennie Fuller the student. 


Fuller, 
who 
average 
50.9 


points a game this year and 
hit 102 in one game, is deaf. 


"He won't have any problem 


on the basketball court," said 
Houston Nutt, Fuller's coach at 
the Arkansas School for the 
Deaf. "The only thing would be 
the classes." 


Nutt speaks from experience. 


He played in the mid 1950s at 
Kentucky and Oklahoma State 
with a 30 per cent loss of hear- 
ing. 


"It will be hard, very hard," 


Nutt said. "I know, for it was 
hard for me. I had to take 
notes. I had to have help. 


"These schools will have to 


think about it," 
Nutt 
said. 


"Some of them have no idea 
what to do with him. They just 
want him to play basketball, 
but there is more to it than 
that. Another deaf player with 
him would help." 


Nutt said he knew of at least 


three colleges that have pro- 
grams for the deaf. These in- 
clude New Mexico State Uni- 
versity, Austin Peay State in 
Tennessee and National Poly- 
technic at Rochester, N.Y. 


"I don't want this thing to 


end now," Nutt said. "If he 
doesn't go to school he'll wind 
up working in a shoe shop or 
as a printer." 


Nutt said Fuller's goal is to 


play professional basketball. 


"There's nc question in my 


mind that he's got the ability to 
play in the pros," Nutt said. 
"When he scores 30 to 35 
points, he's had a bad night." 


The 6-2, 185-pound Fuller was 
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covered by two, three and even 
four men evertime he stepped 
on the court. 


"He'd be lost if he only had 


one man on him," Nutt said. 
"That's when he's really good 
... when they're all oVer him. 
He likes it tough." 


Nutt 
says 
the 
pressure 


doesn't bother Bennie. 


"He never gets nervous with 


all this attention," Nutt said. 
"All he wants to do is win." 


Fuller 
is 
an 
exceptional 


shooter who hit almost 52 per 
cent of his shots from the field. 


"There are a lot of times I 


have to tell him to shoot," Nutt 
said. "If a man is open, he'll 
make that pass. I don't know 
of any other high school player 
who can get it in the basket 
like he can. If he's not hitting 
too well outside, he'll start 
driving. He's always thinking 
about where he can get the 
most points." 


Fuller scored 606 points as a 


freshman, 1,007 as a sopho- 
more, 1,301 as a junior and 
1,681 as a senior. 


After Fuller's 102-point per- 


formance against Leola in mid- 
January, Nutt was bombarded 
with questions. 


"People 
phoned 
me 
and 


asked me, 'How did he do it? 
Was it a regulation basketball? 
And such things," Nutt said. 


The Arkansas high 
school 


record is 108 points by Morris 
Mathis of St. Joe in 1955. 


"I wish now I hadn't pulled 


off the press in the third quar- 
ter," Nutt said. "After he had 
64 points at the end of the third 
quarter, the other boys got the 
idea and said, 'Let's give it to 
Bennie.' 


"Everywhere we went, the 


people came to see him," Nutt 
said. "People want to see a boy 
put that ball in the basket and 
he can do it." 


Unfortunately, Fuller will not 


get an opportunity to perform 
before 
the state tournament 


crowds. His team was defeated 
in the semifinals of the district 
tournament.

speed demons. He edged Is- 
aac, the 1970 Grand National 
champ, for the pole position in 
the Daytona 500 on Feb. 14. That 
feat was worth $5,000 for the 
Texan. 


"You 
sure are costing me 


money," Isaac told Foyt, who 
will collect $2,500 for his pole 
effort here. "I'm sure glad we 
don't have to worry about you 
in the next race."

The 
slow heart rate is caused by 
a defect in the heart that 
prevents the normal trans- 
mission of the heart's elec- 
trical impulse from the top 
part of the heart to the lower 
heavy muscular p u m p i n g 
chambers. 


In normal people the heart 


is stimulated by a tiny ana- 
tomical spark plug at the 
top of the heart. When Ihis 
impulse can not pass to the 
lower part of the heart, a 
much slower signal is gen- 
erated w i t h i n the heavy 
heart muscle itself.

Medicare 
paid $328.78 on the purchase of 
the artificial leg and he paid the 
remainder.

The first of 
Bucyk's goal triggered a spurt 
of three scores in 20 seconds— 
the fastest trio of goals for any 
team in NHL history. 


The old mark was three goals 


in 21 seconds by Chicago's Bill 
Mosienko 19 years ago. Mosien- 
ko's record remains intact be- 
cause his are the three fastest 
goals by one man. But the 
Bruins own the team record aft- 
er Bucyk scored at 4:50 the 
third period of Thursday, Eddie 
Westfall hit at 5:02 and Ted 
Green at 5:10. 


Elsewhere in the NHL, Minne- 


sota tied Toronto 1-1, Philadel- 
phia nipped Buffalo 3-2, St. 
Louis downed Detroit 3-1 and

round lead in the 53rd PGA Golf 
Championship. 


If Jack can maintain his 


present momentum and win his 
second PGA here this week, he 
will become the first player ever 
to win the U.S. and British 
Opens, the Masters and PGA 
twice around. 


"It's my ambition to make a 


second sweep," admits Jack's 
South African 
contemporary,
